The street was gran dly decorated with 
Chin ese lan tern s; a bon fire was bu ilt at 
the su mmit of the slide; the ban d discou rs­ 
ed good mu sic while fire works in the 
way of rockets an d roman can dles gav e 
the occasion v ery mu ch the appearan ce 
of a carn iv al. The best v ehicles that we 
hav e seen for coastin g are made by plac­ 
in g plan k, from six to twelv e feet lon g, 
u pon two sleds—on e sled at each en d— 
with an apparatu s for steerin g the fron t 
sled. Then the peoplo sit on that plan k 
in a row, like stru n g beads, an d away 
they go with the speed of a railway ex ­ 
press train . T h e T e le g r a ph last ev en ­ 
in g gav e a warn in g which wou ld hav e 
sav ed sev eral acciden ts had it been heed­ 
ed. The coasters are en tirely too earless; 
this was an ev iden t fact at least last ev en ­ 
in g, an d on fu tu re occasion s there shou ld 
be some police officer, or other person 
who wou ld be obey ed, to en force certain 
ru les. People shou ld n ot be permitted, 
in retu rn in g to the top of the hill from a 
ride, to walk in or n ear the cen ter of the 
street; an d the sleds shou ld n ot be per­ 
mitted to follow each other as closely as 
they do. The greatest dan ger is that of 
bein g ru n in to by a followin g sled in case 
of an acciden t to on o immediately in 
fron t; therefore they shou ld n ot ru n too 
n ear each other. 
We can easily see bow 
su ch an acciden t as that to which we hin t 
n iiglit resu lt in the dealh of sev eral per­ 
son s. 
With proper care we believ e that 
there is on ly abou t en ou gh dan ger in 
coastin g to giv e spice to ibis sport. Bu t 
here is the trou ble: The coasters will 
n ot ex ercise proper car« * They will be 
born e careless in the ex citemen t of the 
sport, an d the efore we deem it qu ite im­ 
portan t that there shou ld be some on e or 
more person s at the slide to en force the 
ru les we hav e su ggested. 
Last ev en in g there were a n u mber of 
acciden t bu t n on e, wc believ e, v ery seri­ 
ou s, u n less that to Miss Carrie Kelsey 
prov es to be more sev ere than it is report­ 
ed this morn in g. The sled on which Miss 
Kelsey was ridin g becomin g u n man age- 
abl flew the track an d stru ck a tree in 
fron t of J. C. Ay res' residen ce. 
The 
y ou n g lady had an an kle qu ite sev erely 
sprain ed an d receiv ed qu ite a sev ere blow 
u pon the side of her head, an d her face 
was also mu ch scratched. The sprin ed 
an kle is the most sev ere an d pain fu l in ­ 
ju ry that the y ou n g lady receiv ed. 
Charles Demen t in a ride fell from a 
sleigh an d was stru ck by a heav ily load­ 
ed coaster which was immediately follow­ 
in g an d it was feared for some time that 
he was sev erely hu rt, bu t we learn that 
he is all right this morn in g. 
Wilbu r Briggs is abou t the streets this 
morn in g with his head.tied u p. 
His face 
is qu ite sev erely cu t an d his head bru ised. 
While he was walkin g on the street he 
was stru ck by a sled an d kn ocked down 
an d dragged some distan ce u pon the side 
of his fu co. 
John n ie Hctler had his head bru ised 
in a u mble.

In this most critical condition,

A W eapo n In Vo gue with the Co ward­ 
ly and Vil« 1—Demo ns o f Nplte—Seho o l- 
bo ys* Oppo rtunity. 


The revenge* of time are very peculiar. 
There was Bishop Valentine. 
S«m» what he 
was made to suffer for nearly 2,000 years. 
It was about 1,020 years ago that he v.*as 
foully set upon, arrested, beaten with ehihs, 
and finally 1 «‘headed. 
This was, to my the 
least, very harsh treatment of an elderly and 
respectable prelate. 
Ho had aroused local 
feeling in some way, of course, or nil this 
would not hnv< hapjiened. 
But how? 
Many 
believe to this day that he was the author of 
tho practice of sending love messages on 
Feb. 
14, and 
that 
his 
punishment 
was 
not Incommensurate w ith his crime. 
But 
history exonerates him from so serious a 
charge. 
The poor old man had no cupidal 
experiences that any one ever hoard of. 
Uis 
offense was no worse than liefrionding the 
Christian m artyr» in 
tho persecution of 
Claudius II. On Feb. 14, 276, ho was be­ 
headed. 
After that ev ent so me o f his friends so t 
abo ut do ing him ho no r. 
Po pe J ulius built a 
church to perpetuate Ills memo ry near Po nte 
Mo llo . 
“ The heathens,” as the Christians 
called them, were in tho habit o f hav ing a 
festiv al 
o n 
Feb. 15. 
The 
bo ys drew 
tho names o f girls in ho no r o f their go ddess, 
Februata J uno . 
In o rder to abo lish this cus­ 
to m sev eral zealo us pasto rs substituted tho 
names o f saints in billets giv en o n this day, 
Feb. 14. So Dr. Valentine’s name go t started 
as belo nging to this day, and it was no time 
till the wo rld was ready to giv e him tho 
credit o f the who le business. There was, 
ho wev er, no co nnectio n between the go o d 
man and the custo m o f St. Valentine’s day as 
it has been kno wn ev er since. 
It is sup­ 
po sed to be o f pre-Christian o rigin.

I first, saw Mr. Lincoln in the simmer 
1863. I had been elected in t.lu* spring of that 
y ear to the Thirty -eighth congress, and visit 
ed Washington .some time in Ju ne to lool; u j 
qu arters for the coming December session 
The corridors of Willard’s hotel were crowd» d 
with officers on leave, office seek ers, con 
tractors and jobbers—the swarm which u l 
way s gathers arou nd the hive of the treasu ry 
The most conspicu ou s figu re, and one of t hr 
most remark able I ever saw, was Horatio 
Ames, an iron fou nder of Falls Village, Conn 
a brother of Oak es Ames. He claimed 
to have 
invented 
a 
process of 
forg 
ing wrou ght iron cannon of heavy calibre 
by su bjecting the molten metal to the 
impact of two immense trip hammers, which 
with characteristic grim hu mor ho had named 
respectively “ Thor” and “ Odin” 
Ames 
complained that thou gh his gu ns had been 
su bjected to u nfair tests by Daldgren, win 
was then chief of the ordnance bu reau , and 
thou gh it liad withstood all attempts to bu rst 
it—while the Dahlgreu gu ns lmd bu rst lik e 
glass bottles—y et he* cou ld neither get a re­ 
port in his favor nor an au thentic record of 
the experiments. Ames soon discovered that 
I was one o f the newly elected Connecticu t 
members, and insisted that in the absence of 
his own immediate representative it was my 
du ty to present bis apjxial to President Lin 
coin. 
I did not “ hank er after the job,” to 
u se one of the expressive phrases of Mr. Lin 
coin. Bu t Ames was not the man to stand 
u pon etiqu ette and 1 finally y ielded to his 
importu nity , on condition that an interview 
shou ld be arranged with Mr. Lincoln’s ap 
proval. 
Every one k nows the genoral appearanee of 
Mr. Lincoln. That ho was tall, swarthy , 
awk ward and u nconventional in dress and 
manner are the broad ou tlines of any con 
eeption of him. Bu t no one who has not 
stood face to face with the man can ever 
realize a lifelik e idea of the groat original. As 
he rose—and seemed to k eep on rising—before 
me, his hair was black , coarse and of an u u 
k empt appearance, his nose prominent, his 
cheek bones high, his cheek s very hollow, his 
complexion swarthy , his manner graciou s 
bu t su bdu al, while his ey es had an expression 
that I find my self incapable of describing, as 
thou gh they lay in ambu sh in their deep cav- 
eras, ready to spring forth or retreat fu rther 
within, as occasion requ ired. He was awk ­ 
ward, bu t it was the awk wardness of natu re, 
which is ak in to grace. The expression *>f 
his face was earnest, with a shade of sadness, 
and his voice was soft and at times as tender 
as a woman’s. 
I had prepared what I thou ght n neat little 
speech of introdu ction, bu t ho at once pu t my 
rhetoric and embarrassment to flight l» y 
tak ing me by the hand and say ing, “Well, 
what does little Connecticu t want#” 
The tone, the familiar address, the friendly 
manner, the graciou s smile at once pu t me at 
my ease, and I stated my cast* as to a friend, 
and almost an equ al. Mr. Lincoln listened 
with evident interest. Ames had stated that 
a record existed of the variou s charges, the 
nu mber of firings and the respective resu lts 
to each gu n, and that it wou ld vindicate all 
he claimed, bu t he had been denied access to 
it. Mr. Lincoln closed the interview by re­ 
qu esting me to procu re it and bring it to him 
at $ o’clock that evening. And to my su g­ 
gestion that I was u nk nown at the department, 
lie took an execu tive exvelope from a bu ndle 
which lay alway s on his table and wrote the 
following: “Let M r. 
, of Connecticu t, 
have a copy of su ch record as he indicates. 
A. Lincoln.” 
Armed with this concise bu t persu asive 
ex ecutiv e message, we visited the navy de 
partment, whore wo waited in the anteroom 
for more than two hou rs for the arrival of 
Commodore Dahlgreu , who was said to 
be 
absent. Su specting after a while that Dabl- 
gren’s absence was rather conventional than 
actual, we at last pushed by the janitor into 
the chiefs ro o m, where we fou nd him calmly 
writing at his desk, where ho 
had pro bably 
been fro m the co mmencement. My request 
fo r a co py o f the repo rt was curtly refused, 
until I pro duced 1 he env elo pe with the un­ 
mistakable sign manual o f the president, caus­ 
ing as much co nsternatio n as tho ugh o ne o f 
Dablgren’s o wn guns bad burst in in bis o wn 


departnu nt. 
Vfe got what we wanted and 
took it to the president that 
ev ening Record­ 
ing to appo intment, 
Mr. Lincoln sat at an office desk , u nder 
which bis long legs protru ded to an extent 
which made them conspicu ou s. At first he 
bad on a j» an of caifx t slipper» , hu t as the 
conversation pi*» )givs*» *d he u nconsciou sly 
Withdrew liis feet, disclosing what set*m» xl to 
!*e a pair of dark y arn stock ings, throu gh 
which had tvnrk ed his great toe, and this he 
k» *pt in almost perpetu al motion. Tin* record 
i**riffed tin* claim of*Mr. Ames, and after 
mu ch discu ssion and searching qu estions Mr. 
Lincoln look an execu tive envelop» » and wrote 
ihr following; -“If Horatio Aims will mak e 
ten wrou ght iron gu ns after his method 
which will answer satisfactorily su ch tests as 
I drill order, 1 will see tlicit he gets jmid $1 
P'T pou nd for each gu n, A. Lincoln ” 
Thu - ended my first interview 
f never 
saw Ames afterward, bu t was told by Oak es 
A me*, his brother, that the gu ns were made 
answered all tests, and that his brother re 
cciv®d £ 100,(XX) on the strength of that envoi 
ope.—Au gu stu s Brandegeo in New York

However, if we may look 
upon the measure as a mere act of chari 
ty, for such it may be considered in any 
light viewed, it is certainly one worthy of 
our consideration.

There are now, we 
believe, such working homes as the bill 
before our legislature calls for, at Ph ila­ 
delphia, New York and Boston, and the 
great state of Illinois can not afford lo 
lay behind any in such a good work. 


—Our neighbors at Rockford are much 
pleased with the pure water that is now 
taken from their artesian wells to supply 
the city. 
T h e T e l e g r a p h believes that 
the time is not far distant when most 
cities of the size of Rockford w ill resort 
to artesian wells for a water supply; and 
indeed for many other purposes. Various 
attempts are in progress to get from arte­ 
sian weJls not only water but power and 
heat as well. 
Machinery is already driv­ 
en by the pressure, in France, and ex­ 
perience shows that the heat may be in­ 
creased by adding to the depth of the 
well. 
A t Grenelle a well one thousand 
eight hundred and two feet deep and 
yielding daily five hundred thousand gal­ 
lons, has a pressure of sixty pounds to 
square inch, and the water is so hot that 
it is employed for heating hospitals in 
the vicinity. 
The deepest well in the 
world is being sunk at Pesth, Hungary, 
to supply hot water for public baths. 
It 
now yields daily oue hundred and seven­ 
ty-six thousand gallons heated to one 
hundred and fifty-eight degrees, and the 
boring is to be continued until the temper­ 
ature is raised to one hundred and seven­ 
ty- six degrees.

Among the jxirsons who are down on 
the programme for papers or participation 
in discussion are Mr, Latham ,II in, J.5V. Ack- 
ers, state superintendent of Schools. Iowa; 
CoL F. W . Darker, principal of tho Normal 
school at Norma! Dark, Ills ;J. W . Holcomb, 
state superintendent of schools for Indiana; 
Henry Babin, superintendent of t he schools 
in Clinton, Iowa, and Dr. ltichard Elw an is, 
¡date superintendent of school* for Illinois. 
The president, Hon. C. B. Young, of C ar­ 
son City, Nev., colled the meeting to order, 
and an address of welcome was delivered by 
District Commissioner Webb. 
M r. Young 
then addressed tho meeting. “ In education,” 
ho said, “ lies the security of tho whole peo- 
ple. 
Six million of our people over 10 years 
of ago can n ither rea l nor write. 
This con­ 
dition w ill exist until aid is afforded by the 
legislators who assemble at tho capital, but 
who seem to assemble in every other interest 
except tho educational interest.” He referred 
to th 
expenditures for public education in 
France, Germ any, Holland, and other coun­ 
tries. 
Thoro was nothing in their history 
against government 
aid to the national 
nurseries of science and learning. 
A fter re­ 
ferring to Washington’s plan for a national 
university in this city M r. Young said tho 
only real inspiration of the last session of 
congress seomod to bo “ millions for defense, 
but not one cent for education.” 
Not even 
the corner-stone of Washington’s ideal uni­ 
versity had yet boon laid. 
There m ight soon 
lie a demand for a great national normal 
school. 
The state 
institutions could not 
meet 
the 
demand 
for 
trained 
teach­ 
ers. 
He referred to tfce work carried on by 
tho < xisting scientific bureaus of the govern 
men 
and asked whether there wa> any bet­ 
ter reason for aiding such science than for 
promoting the science of pedagogy. 
H i re­ 
ferred to the fate of tho B lair bill as a defont 
of the w ill of tho people. 
These an i other 
reasons explained why they met at tho na­ 
tional capitol this year, and would moot here 
for many years to come to discuss national 
questions. 
A number of addresses were delivered on 
educational topics during tho day, and the 
sentiments advanced briefly discussed. 
The evening session was held in conjunction 
w ith tho Am erican Institute of Civics. 
The 
subject for discussion was “ C ivil Service 
and Public Schools.” 
The principal address 
of the evening was delivered by Hon. Leroy 
D. Brown, state commissioner of common 
schools of Ohio. 
A t present, M r. Brow n 
said, the almost universal practice was to 
elect school trusteos. 
It seemed to him that 
some modification of the present method of 
choosing lioards of 
education should be 
adopted. 
The spoils system hud worked 
itself down so low that it had crept into the 
election of members of school boards. 
The 
time had come when the department of su- 
I>erinten ienoe should sock to discover and 
apply a remedy. 
An “ intelligent,” or, if 
not that, then at least a “ character,” qualifi­ 
cation should govern the sek ctiou of school 
trustee«.

bankment is a heap erf kindling wood, some 
of which has the appearance of having been 
through a grainhopper, so fine was the wood 
cruahod.

sight than the recent ruins at W h ite R iver 
Junction

Deerfield, and

strbngly to the fact that the train was run ­ 
ning at a speed of fu lly twenty-five miles an 
hour.

8 t. P e t er sb u r g, M arch 16.—It is semi­ 
officially announced that on Sunday the po­ 
lice were informed that an attem pt m ight be 
made upon the life of the czar on the anni­ 
versary of the death of his father, Alexander 
II. 
Acting upon the suggestion thus put 


forth the police exercised unusual vigilance. 
The suspicious actions 
of several persons 


standing near the A nitcbkin palace attracted 
the attention of the police, who arrested the 
suspected ones before they could conceal the 
fact that they held in their hands hand-gren­ 
ades and bombs, which they were prepared 
to throw at the czar when he should pass on 
his w ay to the cathedral There is still much 
excitement in the city, and the police and 
m ilitary are extraordinarily alert. 
Arrests 


of suspected persons are of alm ost hourly oc­ 
currence. 
L o ndon, M arch 16-— The Standard pub­ 
lishes a dispatch from St. Petersburg which 
states that one of the six persons arrested in 
connection w ith the plot to assassinate tho 
czar carried in his hand a book from the 
middle of which, between the covers, the 
leaves ha« I been cut so as to form a hollow 
space. 
This cavity contained a bottle filled 


w ith dynam ite and a handful of poisoned 
bullets. 
The other men arrested carried par­ 
cels and bags containing hand grenades and 
bombs. 
It is also stated that a woman hav­ 
ing a bomb concealed in her m uff was ar­ 
rested near the palace. 
( 
The D aily News’ St. Petersburg corre­ 
spondent telegraphs that a bomb was thrown 
under the carriage of the czar as he was re 
turning from the requiem mass at the ca­ 
thedral, but fortunately it failed to explode. 
Two of the men arrested for com plicity in 
the conspiracy resided in the suburbs of the 
city an«I the police upon visiting their apart­ 
ments fouii'l there a largo quantity of ex­ 
plosive m aterial and revolutionary pam­ 
phlets. 
Thus far more than 200 arrests have 


been made. 
The German police gave warning to their 


Russian brethren some tim e ng > oi the exist­ 
ence of the plot, but the Russians were un­ 
able to obtam any clue upon which to work 
its destruction. 
The police are now visiting 


and searching the houses of all against whom 
the lightest suspicion of N ihilism exists. The 
authorities observe a most rigorous censor­ 
ship over dispatches, both internal and inter­ 
national, and correspondents represent that 
it is with the utmost difficulty that they are 
enabled to communicate with their respective 
journals. 


The Times’ St. Petersburg dispatch says 
the route of the proposed journey of the czar 
to ami from the cathedral on Sunday was 
crowded with people and the houses gaily

Hat ing a few* pun liases to make we sallied 
forth, and our first exploration was of the 
shop*, the most important of widt h is the 
new **«‘o--ojicrative store.” which l« *ars the 
following 
sign: 
‘ Holiness 
to tie* 
fjord. 
Zion's Co-o|x*rativo Mercatilo Institution.” 
A large ey e is painted on the sign, with gilt 
ray s diverging from it in every direction. 
Here our wants were quickly and satisfac­ 
torily supplied. 
We found the prices of dry 
goods altout the same us in Ban Francisco 
and Chicago. 
Our next visit was to the tabernacle, where 
the religious services are held. 
The building 
is surrounded by a high wall which incloses a 
very large space, within which the endow­ 
ment house and the new temple, then in pro­ 
cess of erection, also stand. 
The tabernacle 
in an enormous building, elliptical in shape, 
built of wood and w^h a round roof, suj> 
]K)i te*l on many columns, which surround the 
exterior of the building. 
There are an in­ 
credible manlier of exits, and though the 
building holds 12,000 people, we were assured 
that in one minute and a half it could lie 
emptied. 
Shabby as was the exterior of t ho 
unpainted building, the interior was even 
more dreary . The roof was thickly hung 
with garlands which were green six y ears ago 
when they were liung in honor of some special 
ceremony , and paper flowers of the same date 
were scattered profusely about. 
There is a 
wide gallery running round three sides of the 
building, and the floor slojxs in such a man­ 
ner as to allow those sitting in the rear to 
command a good view of the pulpits. 
The 
body of the tabernacle is occupied by ordinary 
pews, but in the middle of the building is a 
J arge tank, guarded by four terra cotta I » easts 
which we were told were lions. 
During the services a fountain springs from 
the center of the tank. 
I could not learn the 
significance of this novel feature, if signifi­ 
cance it lias. 
One lady told me that they 
“ thought it a pleasant thing to have a foun­ 
tain play ing during services, so—they 
it.” 
Were the tabernacle a temperance 
stronghold, this libation would have seemed 
more appropriate. 
At one end of the build­ 
ing is a platform with three tubles, one above 
the other, which are called pulpits. 
At the 
highest one sit the president and two of his 
councillors; t he second one is reserved lor the 
twelve apostles, and on the lowest the com 
nmnion i'- administered every Sunday , water 
being substituted for wine. 
On each side of the pulpits were a number 
of benches, which the guardian told us “ were 
reserved for those of the brethren who were 
hard of hearing.” 
At the back of the plat­ 
form 
stands 
the 
organ, which is the 
glory 
and 
pride 
of 
the 
saints, 
wLo 
claim 
that 
it 
is 
only 
second in size 
among American organs. 
It, is 
really 
very handsome, reflecting great credit on the 
native designer, for the entire organ was 
made at Balt Lake C'ity . Theaeoustio proper­ 
ties of the tabernacle are very remarkable. 
Standing at the extreme end of the gallery , 
we heard a pin dropped upon the platform 
and the sound of a low whiqier with perfect 
distinctness. 
At a convenient jxunt stand 
several large barrels of water with tin cups 
attached, for the l» em*iit of the thirsty ones in 
the assemb ly . The religious ex ercises are 
held in the tabernacle on Sunday . 
They con­ 
sist of the singing of hy mns, a pray er from 
the president and a sermon from some one of 
the apostle*. 
The subjects treated from the Mormon pul­ 
pit cover a very wide range, including all 
temporal as well as* spiritual points of inter­ 
est. 
A writer on this subject say s: “ In the 
great tabernacle one will hear sermon« , or 
advice on the culture of sorghum, infant bap­ 
tism, upon the l**st manure for cabbages, 
upon the perseverance of the saints, upon the 
wickedness of the skimming of milk l>efoneits 
sale, upon t he liest method of cleaning water 
ditches, upon bed bttj poison, ujxm the price 


of real estate, uj>on tla* teething of children, 
u|« ui th** marty r* and jiersecutious of the 
church, terrib le denunciations of (Jentilesand 
the enemies of tie* Mormons, up on olive oil a* 
a cure for measles, up »n the ordination of the 
p riesthood, ii{M>n the character of Meloliisidt.*e, 
up on id finem e from p lug tob acco, up on 
chignons, ujkui twenty -Av* y ard dress**« , ujkhi 
p lural marriage, etc.” 
Leaving the taliernn -le, our next visit was 
to the new temple, a beautiful building t'er, 
in pro,*t‘ss «»f erection. 
The material used j;i 
its construe!ion is a |x*euliar black and white 
granite quarried from one of the, mountains 
near by . 
This » « iifloe is to Vs* reserve« ! for 
th« * “ more sacred ribs of baptism and endow­ 
ment,” we learn« * !, marking tlmt the cere­ 
mony of sealing or endowment, for so they 
designate the marriage ceremony , is consid­ 
ered by them m« » re saer**d than the services 
in praise of the Creator. 
Tim eer« *mony of 
endowment is one that no Gentile is allowed 
t<» witn**sx. 
On asking on« * of the Mormon 
indies whom we met the nature of its rites, 
she said: “ The ceremony of s« *aling « litters 
from th** marriage ceremo» i« *s in the world 
in this particular- that with us it unites the 
husband mid v\if<* throughout all eternity , 
instead *>f ls'ing only for time, and conse­ 
quently is term« sl « *el» *xtial marriage. 
The 
wife’s vow* of olrthence to her husband is 
not ineluded in the ceremony nt all. so that 
it « lifTVrs in this particular also.” 
Wo were 
anxious to hear concerning the marriage gar- 
meuts worn on the« * occasions, but « rur Mor­ 
mon friend on this jxiint was not so com­ 
municative.—Cor. Boston Transcript.
